1)00 or $50,000,000 above the collec­ 
tions of the year, so that there will 
b e plenty of m oney and an increase 
of not less than $150,000,000 in the 
circulation of the country. 
Dn this showing it will be seen that 
tlie inevitable m anagem ent of the 
United States Tieasury Departm ent 
will make an easy m oney market dur­ 
ing all the year. 
The exports of the United States 
last year * ere $666,000,000. 
They 
■will doubtless be equally as large 
ib is year, w hile the imports w ill lie 
probably $100,000,000 less than the 
exports and leave a m oney margin oi 
th at am ount, so that it seem s a rea­ 
sonable proposition that there will be

factories, railways and other great 
works of public necessity and utility.

Treasury in his last annual report 
takes a very hopeful view oi the situ­ 
ation of our industries and indulges 
in th e following language: 
‘‘N ow , one proud fact attests tl 
substance *»f our prosperity, and is 
th e guaranty as w ell as proof of our 
power to hold against all com petition 
the m arkets of (lie U nited States for
